From informants conversations with officials of the CPSU, 
informant furnished the following information relative to the analysis . 
of Soviet officials to the assassination. 

The Soviet Union actually believes that there is some large 
well-organized conspiracy on the part of the ultr aright in the U.S. to 
effect a coup. They were convinced that the assassination was not the 
deed of one man but that it arose out of carefully planned campaign in 
which several people had a part. Ponomarev noted that those elements 
interested in utilizing the assassination and playing on anticommunist 
sentiment in the U«S. would then utilize this act to stop negotiations 
with the Soviet Union; attack Cuba, and thereafter spread the war. As 
a result of these feelings on the part of Soviet officials, the USSR 
immediatelywent into a state of national alert. They were fearful that 
without leadership some irresponsible general might launch a missile at 
the Soviet Union. It was the further opinion of Soviet officials that 
only maniacs would think that the left forces in the U.S. represented by 
the CPUSA would assassinate President Kennedy in view of all the abuse 
the CPUSA has taken from the ultraleft as a result of its support of 
peaceful coexistence and disarmament. However , with the passage of time 
and with the assurances received from President Johnson, these fears of 
;a coup have receded, although the conviction remains that the assassina- 
tion was the work of an ultraright conspiracy. t> ^ y.. . 

Relative to Lee Harvey^Jswald, fhe Soviets disclaim any con- 
nection with him whatsoever. Ponomarev described Oswald as a neurotic 
maniac who was disloyal to his own country and everything else. He 
stated Oswald thought he had a "soft touch" in the USSR and wanted to 
stay. The Soviets believed he might have ideological motivations and 
permitted him to stay. Oswald soon found it was not a "soft touch" and 
wanted to go home. The Soviets permitted him to leave and said "good 
riddance." The Soviets feel their disassociation with Oswald is proven 
by the fact that, they did not take him back. 

On 11/26/63, Ponomarev informed CG 5824-S* that the CPSU was 
preparing to turn over to the U;S. its entire file on Oswald and that 
the content of this file would prove their contention that Oswald was 

)no responsibility of theirs. Ponomarev wanted this fact communicated 
to the CPUSA so that they would know that the CPSU was cooperating with 
the U.S. Government and that this would be beneficial to the CPUSA.

CHEN- Yi is^the^ most -outspoken, -anti-Soy iet^of _the_Chinese_ _ 
leadership today. All of his moods are antirSoviet. The 
interview ref lected that someone had asked, him „if it was 
not true that the Soviets were committed to defend the PRC. 
In response to this question, CHEN Yi said that the talk of 
the Soviet Union defending China is a lot of nonsense, the 
Soviet Union cannot defend, anyone v This is- why there can , 
not be any coexistence. On > the. test ! ban treaty, CHEN Yi^ 
in this same Vd interview, stated that it *was a conspiracy 
against China. Britain* had:.;} pined in with this conspiracy 
and what it amounted to wiis three v powers playing poker and 
each allowing the other to look at its cards, and China 
was not even allowed to play. 

"In West Germany there is the government organization 
known as Organization for Defense of the Constitution, the 
West German version of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 
This organization has been discussing for a long time what 
their attitude should be on Chinese printed matter coming 
into West Germany. That agency has now finally come to the 
- conclusion-that-they-wi-li -now-help circulate thisi Chinese^ 
matter.

"It appears that the big problem there is the 
getting of one Party together. The CP has not been 
illegal ized and no one has been arrested. The newspaper 
in Algeria with the largest circulation, *- Alger Republicain, 1 
is the CP" publication. The problem originated over tne fact 
that the communists in Algeria had originally been against 
Ahmed Ben Bella* s fight in Algeria and this has not been 
forgotten by the National Front of Liberation (FLN) . Yet, 
the FLN does not oppose the CP. If. the CP members, want to 
be a part of the FLN, they can but they cannot act inde- 
pendently. The CP, however, does want to act independently 
and this is the problem. 

- ___"The Alger ian^r revolutions jls_at.„a^Jlpwer_stage„than 
the Cuban revolution. In Cuba there is already a group of 
revolutionaries like Fidel Castro, Raul Castro, and Osyaldo 
Dbrticos. In Algeria it is different. Premier. Ahmed Ben 
Bella is not a Fidel Castro in makeup or in leadership 
qualities and is not surrounded by revolutionaries. Yet, 
we must say that. Algeria is one of the most .promising, areas 
in Africa. Among the objective factors creating this situa- 
tion are the following: 

"Independence was secured after nine and one-half 
years of fighting. The country is rich in natural resources 
and already has a developed agriculture. The French fled the* 
country, in the real sense of the word, and the OAS has left 
in total. The bulk of the French, including the reactionary 
part of the Algerian society, ^who^fled the country left behind 
their private property. Then, the youth is emerging into the 
new leadership and women are appearing in the leadership for the 
first time. 

"From this, we can conclude that the revolution in 

Algeria is .developing in-depth and- width and- in addition -they- 

are working under the slogan of socialism."

HALL then stated that the Soviets must be requested 
to cease making attempts to recruit people, especially those .

With regard to President KENNEDY'S assassination, 
HALL further stated that the Party has engaged "two private 
outfits", who are "left progressive"^ to^ study,- investigate, _ 
and report upon the matter of President KENNEDY'S assassination. 
He stated that so far the only information available is that 
which has "come out of Dallas". He indicated that it might be 
"years" before the facts of the case may be ascertained. 

HALL furnished no further information identifying, 
whowthe Party had engaged to investigate the assassination of 
the President.

HALL stated that during this very serious period 
following the assassination of President KENNEDY, the thinking 
of the people, including the government officials 1 , was that the 
Communists are not a dangerous, anarchistic, violent group. 
As proof of this, he pointed to the fact that, whereas the 

(Trotskyite offices in NYC and the pro-Castro headquarters in 
NYC were well guarded at that time by the police, the CPUSA 
headquarters was not guarded by the police.

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public thinking with regard to the Party has changed and 

such current thinking is undoubtedly due to the "correct line"

HALL further stated that, with tie exception of the 
"NY Daily News" that editorially called for violence against 
the Communists $ no other newspapers throughout, the< country 
attacked.

Grechukhih advised that Russia is being, embarrassed in many 
parts of the world by the shipment of old spare parts and arms of 
Russian manufacture to revolutionary groups by Red China. He cited 
as an example that revolutionaries in Iraq are using Soviet, equipment 
furnished by Red China. 

' (6) "World-Marxist Review" ' 

The "World .Marxist Review" is the theoretical organ of the 
international communist movement prepared and edited in Prague, 
i Czechoslovakia. Source met with representatives of this publication 
in Prague' and learned that, the CP of.

(No details are yet available re this 
meeting.)

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On the evening of 12/4/63, NY 694-S* conferred wifth Gus Hall, 
General Secretary, Communist Party, USA (CPUSA) . Hall desired that 
NY 694-S* furnish to informant's Soviet contact a message, among which 
^was the following. 

In two weeks Hall plans to make a "rounded out report" on 
developments. Included in this report will be some "dialog" concerning 
the relationship of "objective developments and related questions of 
tactics and strategy." In the report Hall intends to take issue with 
what "we" consider wrong and harmful tactics by some forces in Venezuela, 
It is "our" opinion that "they" are nothing less than the activities of 
petty-bourgeois anarchistic political juvenile delinquents. Hall said, 
5t was his feeling that silence on ,T our" part= on these kind of ques- 
tions does great harm to the developments of Marxist-Leninist policies 
in our country, as well as on* a world scale. 

Hall requested that if at all possible he would; appreciate 
having "your"- reactions to this question, as well as "our" publicly 
taking issue with it. He said he was appreciative of the problem that 
"we" are a Party of an imperialist country that exploits and enslaves 
the people of Venezuela but that he could not "see us remaining silent 
because of this relationships" 

OBSERVATIONS: 



The CPWSA plans an enlarged meeting of the National Executive 
Committee December 19 through 22, 1963, in New York City. It, is prob- 
able tEat at that time Hall desires to discuss the situation, jn Venezuela. 
It is interesting to note that despite the claims of the CPUSA that it 
is a domestic Party, Hall is awaiting instructions from Moscow before 
taking to task "some forces in Venezuela."

Later Cuba was 
made to look foolish in the eyes of the world when they 
admitted four Quakers for the purpose of furnishing aid to 
the Cuban people. 

According to this source, there are no good words 
for Cuba among the leadership of the CPSU. However, 
diplomatically the USSR cannot cease their assistance to the 
Cuban regime, much as they disagree with Castro* Nevertheless, 
among the Soviet people as a whole there is a great deal of 
sympathy for Cuba which is a result of Soviet Government 
sponsored demons trati ons.

ized'bya sentimentality rarely displayed among such officials, 
a number of whom actually wept. Initially, complete; dispatches 
being received by teletype describing the events in i)allas , 
Texas, Were confined \to the rhighest circles of the Communist 
£arty,^ Soviet tJnion (CPSU), the Soviet Government, and' the 
press. After .the first; days,, Soviet radio and television 
gave complete and sympathetic coverage to ^broadcasts carried 
over Telstar and.Eurovislon. They gave respectful ahd f 
objective coverage of even such observances, as "the toiling 
of church bells and the offering of prayers in the memory . 
of President Kennedy, Soviet officials expressed extreme 
distaste at. the disrespect to the President's memory 
displayed by .the fact -thai some other -European radio stations 
continued" to broadcast, light ^entertainment and jasz . programs.. 
They characterized this in such terms as "Horrible,! Horrible I" 
and "Such disrespect - 

According to the source, -high Soviet officials — 
were worried about" what would be, future developments in the 
world situation resulting from this act and ^expressed the 
belief that the assassination was. the spark that was going 
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to initiate a coup in whiclv the ultra -right element and 
all those- reactionaries who disagreed with the Kennedy 
policies, that.JFavbr some* sort of detante on disarmament, 
arid the settlement of disputed by negotiations,- would; take 
power and If they did taHe power* there would be softie in , 
the military or high places in the. United States who- Would 
set off a world conflagration* They expressed the thought 
that the assassination was an effort by President Kennedy l ,s 
opponents in the ultrarright and those whoce interests would 
profit .from., military disputes, including the "new millionaires 
of Te^as," to accomplish "another Reichstag fire" frame -^up» 
Several officials tfjecaia^d. that w^en ;Adolph Hitler pulled' his 
coup in :CJermahy*. his gr6up took one yknderlub.be out of a 
lunatic '.asyium, said :he was -a communist*, set the -Reichstag, 
on f^re,. and blamed the communists They started a roundup 
and smashed their opposition under the guise pf art anti- 
communist campaign,/ Soviet officials were, convinced that the 
assassination' of President Kennedy might be the beginning 
of the same type thing by the fascist pro-war element to 
use the. ant i-contmuriist sent irnent in. the United States * . 

Officials noted that the United States armament 
interests, the oil trusts, the banks, etc., who would be 
interested in utilizing such a thing as the assassination 
of the President, might move to stop- negotiations by the 
United States with the Soviet Union and 1 other- socialist 
*c6untries.r attack <Juba, and then spread the war* As a; 
result' of \this ; analysis, by these officials during the Xirst 
few days' following tfie- assassination, the USSR .Was in a 
state of national alert. Everyone,, both. Party ano> Ctovernment* 
was working night and' day and .orders were giverr for everyone, 
■to be ready for k a state of ^ar. Of ficials called the 
assassination the beginning of a coup or a new Vanderlubbe r 
conspiracy * - . 

£>n November 25, 1963, a representative pf the 
Communist Party, USJV (CPUSiV), then in tiosdott* T|SSp, met 
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with Boris N* Ponomarey, a member of the Secretariat and 
head of the International Department CCCPSU, According 
to Ponomarey, the entire situation of relations between < 
the Soviet Union and the United States had' changed as a 
result of the assassination of President Kennedy and the 
policies of the CPSU and the CPUSA tiad to he completely 
redefined. Ponomarev's immediate and chief concern was 
what Kind of a man is the new President of the United States, 
Lyndon B* Johnson* He expressed concern as to whether Johnson 
would be able to carry through any; policies which might depart 
radically from the policies £f Pre1?id*h^Kemedy. A prime 
wdrry was. that. Jbfrnson might embar^ . oh - J:* sotfie adventurous 
'policy and make concessions to this^uitra -right group which 
had assassinated Kennedy* , . , ' 

Calling attentipn to the statement concerning the . 
assassination which was issued by ^idel Castro of \CubaV 
Ponpniarey .observed that even if the CPSU does not agree, 
with some parts of this statement, in the main . it is correct* 
Calling attention to the anti -Kennedy tone of the statement 
issued W' the People *s Republic, of China on- this matter,, 
= p6homarev observed that the Pedple^s Republic of China ^RG^ 
.publications had carried the most contemptuous stories and 
cartoons. Specifically, he mentioned $ cartoon showing 
Kennedy falling head first onto the ground, bearing the 
caption tp the effect, "So another one hit the dust" and 
stated that this is beneath contempt but that nothing better 
can be expected from the; Chinese, / 

:r pfornlng to the effect of the assassination, upon 

the CPUSA/ Pphomarev indicated that it was his opinion tha% 
the CPUSA may fade some Serious trouble as a result* He 
pbserved that the United States press is trying to connect 
Xee Harvey Oswald, who was- arrested for the assassination, 
with the Fair Play for Cuba Committee,, with Marxists, ahd 
may even say Oswald, was a communist* In his opinion, there 
is. going, to be* some "kind of panic in certain circles in the 
United States., ^hey may start a big anti -cqmmurii.St campaign 
in which they wi-ir use the. attack against the CPUSA as a 
prelude to a foreign policy change . Ponomarev stated that 
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it is, important that the CPUSA do everything possible to 
find ways to fight back against this anti -Party, anti- 
Soviet/ anti-Cuban campaign f 

^Recalling that on November 24> 1-963* there appeared 
in the United States press a statement issued by the United 
States St^te Department that the assassination was in- no 
way connected with any foreign government, although this 
statement was juried in the back pages of ~ the newspap6r, 
Ponpmarev stated that no matter how' little attention it 
received j it was important that the United States Government 
made. such a statement. 

Ponomarev observed that when 'President Kennedy 
was assassinated,, it. must have jbeen clear for all to see 
and; the entire world must, know that he was. killed by .some 
reactionary maniac and not by communists ♦ Only maniac's 
ttould think 'that the lef t forces- in the United States' as 
represented; by the CPUSA would assassinate Kennedy, especially 
in. view of all the :abuse t^e "CPUSA h&d taken from the ultra- 
left -aB< a result of their 1 support of the •Kennefty- ^oiioie\S"" of 
peaceful coexistence and disarmament* Ppnoma^ev asserted.^ 
that the assassination -of President Kennedy was evidently 
caused by' those circles who are^ against the easing of' tehsibns 
in the, world and who are against peace and disarmament. He 
stated that the Soviet Government is convinced that the ultra- 
light Jiad a hand in; the assassination,, He observed that 
at first it was possible to assume that there would be a 
Saye of revulsion against the ultra -right but then; it became 
apparent that the Dallas , Texas, Police 0epat*tment was 
cooperating with, the very same people who, killed Kennedy > 
and' .possibly the. same is true even of the 4 FBI. 

Ponomarev raised the question whether it is 
possible to turn the tide against the ultra-right in 
the United, States today.

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Ponomarev Was, incredulous and was completely 
puzzled as to the -motivation behind the slaying of Lee .

What he could, not 
understand in- regard to Oswald #as why he was ' killed, slhcp thus 
was destroyed the only evidence the authorities had. - 

Turning his. attention to the investigation, into 
the assassination of the President and, the slaying of Oswald* 
Ponomarev wondered aloud whether the blood relationship to 
the President of Robert Kennedy, the Attorney General of the 
United States* would lead him to take a genuine interest in 
" $he„ investigation;* r Ponomarev expressed some doubts whether 
there are forces in the United States who are .really interested 
in such an investigation* However* if there are-, it wouid be 
possible for left forced to deliver a real blow against, 
reactionaries and war jnongers. He- stated that it must be 
understood hy all, even those who do not understand: juris - 
p?^udenj2e> that- the police were involved in this: whole thing, 
fie expressed the hope that fhere are trade .union forces in 
the United State's that will be; willing to show t after the/ 
investigation ,-fehat the ultra-rights Was really responsible,, 
in the last analysis,, for this: pri-toe,. : ~ ^ 

According to Pohomarevy it is very important now 
for theCPUSA to jmobilize all its forces,, to point to the 
ultra-rights and to show the connection between the ultra-* 
right and the assassination of the President* if not in 
fact, a£ least that the actions of the ultra -^ight -do lead 
tp violence and assassination. He rioted that if the CPUSA 
. <ian ta^e the lead in this, it would he yery^opd* XP a 
united front can be developed on these is^ues^^ especially 
for peace , it would involve many elements hot * itimited to , 
progressives and this also would be good. Contacts among 
the people working -in pe^ce organizations should be made , 
even if they are not communists, to show them the seriousness 
of the situation. $hey should be reminded of the past history 
of frame-ups- in the TJrilte£ States^ <fte particularly cited, . 
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the Tom Mboney case in California * the Haymarket Riot cas,e, 
and the Sa.cco-Venzetti trial. The OPUSA must show this past 
history of frame-ups in the' United States for their own 
protection. It is now necessary to utilise every possibility 
„t£at arises out of this event to broaden the democratic, 
impuls.es of the .people ^ An effort must be made to locate a 
Senator who Scfuld take the lead to- prevent ct cover-up of * 
this dastardly crime* A motion must be niade in Congress to 
set tip a committee to investigate and get ali the facts, 
Ponomarev expressed uncertainty as to whether or- not Oswald 
was actually the killer.

, , .Returning to the subject of fcjje late President 
Kennedy, PohbmareV' observed, that during the Presidency -6? ~ 
John F. f Kennedy, £e "won the, s^pa\thy of- the Soviet people-. 
During that ff£me> £oth governments had a great deal of 
contact and were able to sit down, and talk,- Even if they , 
did not. solve all of their problems, they , were £hle to try, - 
Kennedy's Assassination has created a serious situation for 
the ^Soviets* for the. United States, and for the entire world, 
Ponomarev -exclaimed that, he just cannot understand why the, 
United States- has hot passed a law . to keep people like , 
Oswald from getting guns; .♦. in ;oby.ious agitation/ Ponpmarey . 
expressed his perplexity* stating, "I .can't 'understand: It.,.

Ponomarev then turned to the question of the 
correct -tadtM f or the CPUSA.,.

against the ul tra aright . The CJPU^A tactic of denouncing the

Pohomarey expressed the hope tliat president. Johnson would 
continue like President Kennedy t„o at tempt to reach gome; , 
understanding in United States relations with the USSRy 
Nevertheless* the Of USA must mobilize opinion against 
the ultrk-idght because he will be under severe pressure. 
As a result of this assassination, some people in high places

Further detatJiS^regarding the< conference between 
NY 694-S* and AIJSKSJ^KOLOBASHKIN, the informant's Soviet contact, 
on 12/6/63, are as follows: * " 

KGLOBASHKIN referred to the fact that on the evening 
of Tuesday, 11/26/63, NY 694-S* had transmitted to: the Soviets, / 
by "walkie talkie'^ a message reflecting that the Helen drop f^J^i 
would be utilized* on the evening of Wednesday, 11/27/63* I 
K0L0BASHKIN stated that the Soviets had receivdd the message 
from NY 694-S*, the message being "loud and clear", and that they 
had gone to the informant's neighborhood at 10:00- p. m, on that 
same evening to acknowledge, through their own "walkie talkie" 
that they had received the informant's message. 
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KOLOBASHKIN stated that on the eyeimg of Wednesday,* 
11/27/63, he had gone to the Helen drop and became quite concern- 
ed and apprehensive when he. determined s that there had been 
nothing left there for him. He returned to the Helen drop 
later .on. the same evening and ascertained that no package 
had been left for him. He stated that in view of the assassina^ 
tion of President KENNEDY, the Soviets were extremely worried 
about Che fact that the informant had not left any package at

NY 694-S* explained to KOLOBASHKIN that after having 
sent the message to the Soviets earlier in the evening on 11/26/63, 
he had returned to his home and awaited a message from the 
Soviets which he never did receive, informant stated that for 
that reason, he felt that the Soviets, in view ;of the general, 
tense situation, had decided .not to- go to the Helen drop on 
the evening of 11/27/63. The informant stated that he therefore 
waited until the evening of November 28thy when he again sent 
a message by "walkie talkie" to the Soviets indicating that he 
would utilize -the Helen drop on the evening of November 29th. 
He stated that he had; again awaited acknowledgement of this 
signal later on the evening of November 28th, but had received 
no message from the Soviets. 

KOLOBASHKIN. stated that again on November 28th, the 
Soviets had received the informant's signal "loud and clear", 
and again had gone to the area of the informant's home where 
they sent him a message by "walkie talkie" indicating that they 
had received his message.

CANCELLATION OP LOAN TO GHANA BY

During December, 1963, a source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised as follows: 

During November, 1963, members of the Central 
Committees of the Communist Party of the Soviet Union (CPSU) 
and the CP of Czechoslovakia cited the following example of 
the lengths to which the CP- of China is going in its dispute 
with the CPSU and those countries of the socialist camp who 
side with the CPSU in this dispute. 

According to these sources, the Peoples Republic of 
China was recently preparing to give to the nation of Ghana 
a loan of ten million dollars, which loan was to be without 
interest. The purpose of the loan was to enable Ghana to, 
establish a modern publishing house with all the necessary 
equipment to turn out modern publications. The entire deal 
was all set and the papers were all prepared and only the 
signing remained. The Chinese delegation arrived in Ghana 
and just prior to the actual signing of the papers extending 
the loan, the Chinese asked where Ghana intended to obtain 
the printing equipment. They answered that they intended to 
purchase the equipment from the German Democratic Republic 
(East Germany) since this country makes the best printing 
equipment. Upon learning this, the Chinese cancelled the 
agreement and called off the entire negotiation.

Among the officials, this is a subject which they do not wish 
to discuss in view of the fact that there is a certain amount 
of fear involved in this matter. The PENKOVSKY case resulted 
in the removal of some persons in high places y mainly in the 
military and security forces, who had vouched for him. 
CG 5824-S* noted that he cannot attest to the authenticity 
of these reactions as no one discussed this with him on an 
official basis.

At this same time, Winston passed on to Johnson 
a suggestion for transmittal to the Cubans to the effect that 
perhaps it would be wise for Premier Fidel Castro of Cuba to 
issue a manifesto* In such a manifesto, Castro could point 
out to the American people that if they were paying a big 
price for sugar, paying a big price for cigars and the like, 
it was because there was no trade with Cuba. If there was 
no trade with Cuba, it was the fault of the United States 
for they failed to follow a good neighbor policy with Cuba; 
however, Cuba is willing to pursue a good neighbor policy 
with the* United States. 

After her briefing by Winston, Johnson accompanied 
Winston to the Cuban Embassy in Moscow. At the embassy, she 
and Winston were cordially received by the ambassador and at 
this time it was pointed out to the ambassador that Johnson 
would soon be leaving for Havana where she would represent 
the CPUSA as correspondent for "The Worker.." The ambassador 
was provided with a credential from the CPUSA indicating 
Johnson's official assignment; -The ambassador indicated that 
he would transmit the information concerning Johnson's pending 
arrival in Cuba and her credential to his government, aridhe 
was certain that she would be most welcome in Cuba. 

Subsequently Johnson did go to Cuba, but on her 
arrival she was met with extreme coolness and a lack of 
cooperation of any nature from both the Cuban Government 
and the Party. ,

Anna Louis^ Strong, a former long-time resident in

was sent by V. I. Lenin in 1923 to China to hel^UN Yat-sen. 
Borodin and Strong had a son who lived in Moscow who went by 
the name of Borodin also. The Russians did not know that he 
was the son of Anna Louise Strong. Subsequently young Borodin 
became a colonel .in the NKVD* In the raid-1940 r s, upon the 
order of Stalin, Strong was arrested and deported from the 
USSR to Poland. Strong used to travel in and out of the 
Soviet Union (the source does not know whether this refers 
to the period before or after her deportation) . After Strong 
was thrown out of the USSR, the Russians discovered that she 
had a secret apartment in Moscow. No one ever lived there 
except Strong or her son, Borodin. No one ever went to the 
apartment or questioned the occupancy of this apartment 
because everyone thought that the apartment was being kept 
by the NKVD. When the apartment was discovered, there were 
found in the apartment a number of diaries belonging to Strong, 
The question was immediately raised concerning the manner in 
which Strong was able to obtain visas for her travels in and 
out of the Soviet Union. It was then discovered that she was 
gaining entry to the USSR by means of the influence of the 
young Colonel Borodin. When this was discovered, Stalin had 
Colonel Borodin executed.

The part of this whole story which intrigued 
Ponomarev was that in reading Strong's diaries, it was 
discovered that in the 1940' s she had predicted the current 
Soviet-Chinese split. She had characterized this split as 
inevitable. According to Ponomarev, this apartment had been 
in existence for more than 20 years and what bothered the 
Russians was what contacts she -had with the Chinese and the 
possibility presented itself that some intrigue with the 
Chinese might have been going on for decades, Ponomarev 
was pondering whether Strong's current activities in behalf 
of the Communist Party of China are related or unrelated 
to these activities in the past.

In mid-December? 1963, a source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past , * advised as. follows: 

(First name unknown). Cher nik, Deputy to the Head 
of the International Department, Central Committee, Communist 

Par„ty of Czechoslovakia (CP of CZ) , during late November,, 

1963, made some comments „ concerning the- domes itiicr situation 
_ as .it ex-isted ^in the 'Peoples Republic of Czechoslovakia, 
the essence of which is as follows: 

"As you know, we have been confronted with some 
problems; how.ever,, as you see, we have now satisfied our 
population and' we have' no lines or queues . We have purchased 
millions of dollars of consumer goods and have filled our 
shops and stores. 


"Politically, we have found a bigger mess than we 


had anticipated, . The bureaucracy in the government was big 
but we are now cleaning this mess up. ypu should know that 
everyone was involved from the top to the bottom, including 
the highest.

In mid-December, 1963, a source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised as follows: 

Several months ago, Gu# / Hall, Genera3^Secre.tar y of 

the Communist Party , ,. US A. (CP, USA) , indicated that he felt 
ft would, tie a good idea if Henry Winston, a Vice Chairman 
of the CP, USA, who was then temporarily residing in the 
Soviet Union, would give consideration at the time of his 
scheduled return to the United States in late February, 
1964, to stopping off in Cuba. Hall felt that this could 
be of benefit in restoring good relations between the CP, 
USA and the United Party of the Socialist Revolution of 
Cuba. 

In late November, 1963, in discussing such a trip 
to Cuba, Henry Winston stated that he had now decided that 
he would not stop off in Cuba when he returned to the United 
States probably in late February, 1964. Winston remarked 
that although he recently had been to and spoken before an 
audience of approximately 400 people, consisting of Cuban 
governmental officials and students in the Soviet Union, 
at the Cuban Embassy in Moscow and had been warmly received 
and that the greetings he had prepared in connection with 
the anniversary of the 26th of July Movement had been reprinted 
in the Cuban press, he had never received an official invitation 
to visit that country. Although he had made his desires known 
that he would like to visit the country, the most he had received 
was an unofficial, informal, open invitation to come to that 
country.
